Issue. 



How to Select a Gardener' 



There is— there can be— but one 
opinion intiiis community, at least, as 
to the true issue before the electors. 
Divest the addresses of the candidates 
of surplusage and the tinsel and gauze 
ol' sophistry, and what do we find un- 
derlying all and outwoighinnr every 
other conSitferatRin ? TheRaihm;/. "Con- 
federatiou means the Railway," siiid 
Dr. Holiackoii, years ago. "Without 
the Riiihviiy the bond of Union is a 
lope ol kiukI." In our estimation eve- 
ry tjthci' consideration sinks into in- 
siguiticiiuee in oiiiapiuinou with tliui 
of thorough railway connection with 
C.'anatla; and wo yield to uono in an 
earnest dc'sirc to see it consunuuatod, 
and to have every obstnolc that blocks 
the way to its successful prosemitiou 
swept out of existence, i'or that rea- 
son, and with the object of furthering 
Ilailway construction, we are oi)posod 
to the AVallceni Administration, who 
are responsible for the loss of the Is- 
land Kailway Bill in the yeuato. Hud 
they kept faith with the count.ry and 
with Lord Carnarvon they would have 
submitted the New Tcins to the peo- 
ple for ratilication and left no excuse 
for the Senate to throw the Bill out. 
For the disappointiucnt and delay 
caused by this breach -of faith our 
Government is directly responsible. 
But with the object of bringing about 
united action we should bo the last to 
allude to this breach of faith were it 
Jiot for the fact that we believe the 
Government is now pursuing a line of 
policy in dealing with Canada that is 
dangerous and pernicious in the ex- 
treme. We have always thought that 
to accept any money from Oanada over 
and above what is ours under the 
Terms of iUnion would be to run a 
great risk of losing our independence 
and placing oar neoks in a financial yoke 
under which wo should not be in a posi- 
tion to demand our treaty rightB. For 
this reason we are now nnil have always 
been opposed to the capitalization of the 
annual revenue derived from Canada. Wo 
do not question the wisdom of construct- 
ing roads and bridges; but we maiutaiu 
tluit to go into debt to our debtor— to 
borrow money from Canada at a time 
when Canada has violated her treaty ob- 
ligations to us, is the surest way in which 
to delay the great work of Kailway con- 
Btruotion, the f artherance of which onglit 
to be a paramount duty with every Brit- 
ish Columbian. On this issue, main- 
ly, wo have declared war against the Oov- 
ernment. Their policy is fraught with 
danger to the peace and prosperity of tho 
country, because it must inevitably place 
U8 in the power and under the licol of 
Canada, Is there anything unmanly or 
ilishoncst in this y Are we showing any 
evidence of timesLTviug when wo a.sk the 
(lovernnieut not to borrow money from 
Oanada ? Do we seek to sell the best in- 
terests of the country when we advise the 
(iovernment, in the words of Mr. Mc- 
Crelght, to borrow money in London for 
roads and bridges on the security of the 
revenue wo propoao to hypothecate, ra- 
ther than take one dollar of money from 
Canada that is not ours under the Terms 
of Union until Canada has first shown an 
earnest di.siiosition to proceed with Itail- 
wayworkV If Traitors an' waiit(.'d we 
fear they will bo fouiul at James Bay 
Hiuung the men who, in 1>;74, tried to 
Ijaiter the Terms of Union for a scat in 
the Canadian Cabinet for one of their 
number. We tell the people of British 
Columbia that the true issno is the liail 
way ; and that no man deserves to be re- 
turned who will not pledge himself to 
make the conKtruction of the Railway the 
lirbt duty of his political lif<!. 

Ministerial Salaxios. 



There is a growing feeling in this 
community that the salaries of Minis- 
ters are altogether out of proportion 
with the circumstances of the country , 
With the increased members' indeinui- 
1y the amount that each Minister 
(Irawsannually in salary is about i!3,yU()j 
not to mention the sums drawn when 
travelling- for hor.sefeod and liliiment, 
and petty C!xpens(;s. Ontario witli a 
])i)I)iilatiiin close ijii '.'.\ niiUicins and 
u surplus of $0,(100,(100 or ?(!, 000,1100 
nays her Ministers only i?li,5(J0 each, 
mill I'riiicc Ivl ward's Island allows her 
Ministers even less. It may bo urged 
that the cost of living is greater here 
than in any part of Canada; but the 
difVcrenco is not so great as the .sala- 
ries; besides, this country is pour. 
Most business men aro cui-ryinj^ (jii 
thoir alVairs at a very small prolit and 
some at a dead loss. All are forced 
to- make some sociifices and why 
should Ministers be exempt ? If they 
sought to hold their positions for the 
good they wished to cc ..for on the 
country they, too, siiouhl bo willing to 
luako sacrifices in couinion with tlu! 
people thoy govern. But the salaric s 
ure out of all proportion to the servi- 
(jcH rendered, and the pooph? ou;';hl, to 
inako tho candidates pledge tiu insidves 
to bring tho salaries down to a ligiue 
proi)ortionate with the times.

In the House of Lords, Lord Gran- 
more iind Browne nailed attention to a 
stutonioiit ill the " Weekly Register" to 
tho cllect that at tlio royal garden par- 
ty at (Jhiswick, Cardinal Manning liad 
been treated with such distinguished 
consideration by tlio (Jucon and the 
Prince tliat tho (luostion of his Emi- 
nence's "proccdonco" was virtually 
settled, '.riu! -Duke of lliclunoud re- 
plied, under iirolost, lhat tho "Weekly 
Bcgistcr" had not been accurate w-hen 
it stated that tho Prince of Wales ad - 
vanced to moot tho <;;u-diiial on his ar- 
rival, cordially slioolc lianils with him, 
and then prosontod his Eniinonce to' 
his lioj-al mother who received him 
most graciously and conversed with 
liim for a while. His Eminence re- 
mained within the Royal circle for 
some time, a ])riviloge accorded only 
to those of tho highest rank. He said 
such a question as Lord Oranmoro's 
ought never to havo been placed on 
the order book, and added; "I am 
eiinblod to iuiswer in the most inova- 
sivo and direct nianufji- tho (pioKtioii 
which has been jnit by tho noble Lortl, 
because, from the courtesy of tho 
Princo of Wales, I have the means of 
doing HO. Tho Princo of Wales did 
not advance to reocivo tho Cardinal 
The Cardinal, like ;nany others of his 
Koyal lligliues.s ac!|iiaintaiices, receiv- 
ed an invitation to attend the garden 
party at Chiswick, and, like many 
others, availed himself of the invita- 
tion; and I havo it from liis 
Koyal llighuoss the Princo of Wales 
liiinstlf, that on the occasion of the 
garden party ho had no opportunity of- 
soeing the Cardinal; tliorefore he had 
no opportunity of advancing and ])ro- 
senting him to her Majesty the Queen. 
(Laughter.) Tho last jiart of the 
question is,.wliothGr his Eniinonco re- 
mained iu file I'bjyid circle for some 
time, a privilege accorded to those 
only of tho highest rank. Now, as 
your Lordsliips, -who luive had Iho 
iionor of being invited to :itt(>ni! the 
;^;irilen [Kirtie.s lit Cliiswick, iiiust be- 
well ;i\vare that there is 110 such thing 
as a lioyal circle, but lliiit theguesbs 
are ushered into a large garden, where 
marquees are erected in which refresh- 
ments aro served, and the guests cir- 
culate tln;ough tho garden in any mau- 
uor they like, thoroforo it is not cor- 
rect to say that his eminence remain- 
ed in the Royal circle. (Hear hoar.) 
I now venture to put it to your Ijurd- 
ships w-hotlior you think it necessary 
that such a question should bo jnit 
willi resijecl to the jinvatc ontertain- 
monts of any moniber of tho RoyaL 
family.' (Cheers.) After some re- 
mnrk.s by Lord Stanley of Alderley, 
the Bubjeot dropped. 

A BREEZE IN THE COMMONS. 

Dr. Kencaly, who, at an earlier 

1) oriud of tho sitting, was refused some 
inforiuation which ho desired relating 
to tho Ticliburuo trial, called attention 
to the sentence upon Colonel Baker, 
which ho characterised as a proof that 
there was ono kind of punishment 
"for Dukes, ]\Lu-quisos, and Earls, and 

2) orsous of iugh distinction, and 
another kind for those in a lower - po- 
sition of society." During the whole 
time ho spoko a Bustained rattle of 
conversation was kept up, loud en- 
ough occasionally to cause liis remarks 
to bo almost inaudible. But the Doc- 
tor is not easily abaslicil, and faced 
tlio storm after his usual fashion. Mv. 
Cross declined to argue tho point, and 
got rid of it by brusquely declaring 
that tho sentence was a legal one 
which could not be altered either by 
the Secretary of State or tho House of 
Coininons.

Bur, 
the Major had evidently prepared 
himself for a task, and he detailed in a 
sarcastic way how ui tlio year 1850 a 
certain gentleinau, belonging to tho 
legal profession , hud been tried bo- 
fore Lord ('iiMiplii'll, 111 the Court of 
(Queen's Bench, for ti brutal assault 
upon his own son; how tho case had 
commended itself to the sagacity of 
the Court as partaking of a very lioin- 
ous character; how the leiirnod gen- 
flonniu barrisler alori.'. iud had boon 
found guihy ;uiil soiiteneed to ono 
month's imprisonnioiit; and how Lord 
Campbell, out of tho largeness of his 
heart Jvnd the goodness of his head, 
did not inliici the degradation of hard 
labour upon the prisoner, simply be- 
causo he belonged to a liberal jno- 
fossion, and was a mau of presumable 
culture and position. Tho JIajor urg- 
ed that as Dr. Kenealy on IhiiL oi-i ;i- 
sion had himself escaped hard laliour 
on account of bis position, ho ou;;bt 
to hav(! boeii Iho last man in the world 
lo cast a stone at C'olonel Baker. 
When Dr. Konealy jumped up rather 
hastily to exculpate liiinsuif some- 
thing Hke II luinull, pi-evailed, but lu! 
faced it out willi placid self-iiosses- 
sioii. lie hiiil led \iTy iiiiii-h lo say, 
but lie iusisied upon :-iiyiiig it. Ili' 
in k IU ' wleilged that ho illld \', iii[)lied 
\<\^ l ovandbcen impriscjucil iu 0011- 

! ;.i q.u nee; but, as ho pointed out, boys 
ileservod to lie wliipped, ami his son 
being human, and not angelic, luul 
simply been coniiiellod to hucciiiuIi Id 
tho uiiiver.-;a! lit\v. 'riion;.;h he did 
not exactly say so, he clearly iiioaiil to 
convey that the exooss of chastisement 
had boon tho result of excess of lovo. 
Even ho himself had hud lo subinit to 
stripes inliisyiuilh stripes, i)rosiini!i- 
i)lv, of tiie icind of which Thackeray 
iqieulvs, v.ldch, however well laid on, 
never Liucceed in turning an aas into a 
Kobra. He went further, and amid

It is not often one hears of disaf- 
fection or disturbance 011 board a Bri. 
tish ship of war, but tho "Daily 
News" refers to disafl'ection of rather 
a serious character in connection with 
tho Triumph, ono of tho Ciiannol 
Squadron ships, now at Davenport. 
Until tho appoiutmoiit of the present 
comniodoro the. men woro jieniiittod 
to congregate on the upper deck for 
conversation prior to turning in for 
the night, but now tho men havo been 
poromptorily denied tho jn-ivilege. Tho 
disul'foctiou occasioned by this step in- 
creased Avhon it bocamo known that a sea- 
man's leave was stopped for ten days he- 
cause he w-ore olastic-sido boots, (ju tlie 
ground that in wearing them ho was not 
in uniform. At lirst the mon manifoated 
their diaalToction by chalking up iu oon- 
apiououa parts of tho ship unoomnlimen- 
tary aud throatoning phrases to tho 00m- 
mandor, and growling in an undertone 
nt him aa ho walked Iiia rounds. E-VOn- 
tually, how-over, a spit kottlo was thrown 
at him by some of the cniw, and he was 
struck on the leg with considerable vio- 
leiiee. Tho (piarterniaster w-as summon- 
ed ou dock, but he was unable to identi- 
fy tho olFender. Swabs and other things 
havo since "been continually thrown about 
and a court of inquiry ia regarded as oer 
tain. Tho seaman ])unislied for wearing 
olaatio-aide b<5ots has his grog stopped, 
standa two hours by himself on tho upper 
deck daily, and a sentry stands over him 
whilst he partakes of his rations.
